‘Television news special. Watch the poor 
starve to death in living color in the comfort of 
your own homes. 


“It’s a frightening thought, but given the 
present world food crisis and the unconcern- 
ed attitudes of many Americans, such a TV 
spectacular is a very real possibility,’’ said 
Msgr. Joseph Topping. 


“BUT CATHOLICS in the San Diego 
diocese can help ensure that such a program 
might never be aired by _ responding 
generously to the American Catholic 
Overseas Aid Appeal on Laetare Sunday, 
March 9,’’ said Msgr. Topping, diocesan 
director. 


He explained that funds collected help 
support Catholic Relief Services (CRS), the 
major overseas relief arm of the U.S. 
bishops. 


“‘The statistics are staggering. Ten of 
every 20 children born in Third World 
countries die in infancy of starvation or other 
afflictions related to malnutrition—that’s a 
50 per cent death rate. 


“SEVEN OF the 10 children that suryive,’’ 
he went on, “‘are prone to menial or physical 
retardation. CRS “tries to relieve these 
situations. 


“Last year alone it helped more than 20 
million impoverished men, women and 
children in nearly 75 foreign countries by 
distributing food, clothing, medicine and 
funds valued at more than $154 million. 


‘‘For instance, in the last year CRS served 
suffering people in Honduras following 
Hurricane Fifi, in West African famine areas 
and in Cambodia refugee camps.”’ 


BECAUSE IT maintains branch offices and 
warehouses in 68 foreign countries, CRS can 


. respond immediately to disasters in any part 


of the world. 


““CRS is also concerned with preventing 
future disasters and suffering,’? Msgr. 
Topping said. ‘‘Its work also involves 
socio-economic development programs, par- 
ticularly in the area of increased agricultural 
production, throughout the world.’’ 


American Catholics donated more than $7 
million last year Laetare Sunday according to 
an American Overseas Aid Fund fact sheet. 


‘AND THROUGH the acquisition of U.S. 
government-donated foods, the annual 
Thanksgiving Clothing Collection and other 
gifts from individuals and organizations, 
every collection dollar was multiplied 26 and 
a half times in value.’ 


Msgr. Topping said the Laetare Sunday 
collection will be -taken at all Masses 
throughout the diocese next Sunday, March 
9, ‘‘and if Catholics respond generously, 
perhaps we can prevent starvation from 
killing 200, 000 children in the next few 
months.’ 


Adding his voice to the appeal, Pope Paul 
said: ““More than ever before, we need the 
generous support of every.man, woman and 
child in the U.S. to stem the pain of hunger 
felt by millions of poverty-stricken families 
around the world.’’ (See ad on page 16.)

Students to fast and pray 
to free world's oppressed

RIVERSIDE—A few years 
ago, student demands for 
social justice and peace were 
often marked by fiery ora- 
tory, protest marches and 
administration building take- 
overs. Not any more. 


To plea for liberty and 
justice for oppressed people 
throughout the world, a day 
of prayer and fasting will be 
observed on Friday, March 
7, by members of the St. 
Andrew Newman Commun- 
ity of University of California 
at Riverside and Riverside 
City College. 

DOMINICAN Father Al- 
bert Felice-Pace, chaplain, 
said the day is ‘‘to: protest 
indiscriminate arrests and 
inhuman treatment of politi- 


- cal prisoners and Christians 


who preach the gospel point- 
ing out its political dimen- 
sions’’ particularly in the 
Philippines. 


The day will begin at 7 


a.m. with morning prayers at™ 


Watkins House, 3701 Canyon 
Crest Drive, Riverside. Day 
prayers at 9:30 and Mass at 
12:10 p.m. will follow. 


Afternoon prayers will be- 
gin at 2 p.m., followed by 
vespers and a concelebrated 
Mass at 4:30, Father Felice- 
Pace said. 


“THE MAIN celebrant of 
the second Mass is a 
politically-exiled priest and 
giving a talk will be a 
UC-Riverside student who 
can’t return to_his country 
without facing torture and 
arrest,’’ he said. 


The Philippines are the 
focal point of the protest, he 
explained, ““because under 
martial law regime there, 
priests, ministers, nuns 
seminarians and laymen are 
often arrested and tortured, 


with burns, beatings and 
electric shocks.”’ 


Father Phillip Straling, 
diocesan Newman Apostolate 
director, said the day of 
prayer and fasting will be 
observed at Newman Centers 
throughout California and 
the nation, but that it is not 
sponsored by the diocese. 


“It is a national movement 
and participation is up to 
individual Newman chap- 
lains,”’ he said.

Babies could crawl or bawl 
at St. Michael's ‘life’ Mass

Children and babies were the focal point 
of a special Mass offered recently at St. 
Michael’s parish, San Diego, to celebrate 
life, according to Jesuit Father Joseph 
Abela, associate pastor. 


The parish designated the day ‘‘Affirma- 
tion of Life Sunday’’ and families with young 
children were especially invited to attend the 
noon liturgy, he said. 


“THE IDEA was to point out the extent of 
the anti-life movement in our culture,” 
Father Abela said. ‘“‘The many_ pro-life 
parades and anti-abortion protests have 
seemingly failed to make much of a dent in 
American Catholic consciousness. 


‘‘Perhaps this is because the Church has 
not offered a unified program and policy. We 
cannot support the rights of the unborn and 
callously ignore killing in war or the starving 
millions hit by famine. 

‘‘We can’t preach about the beauty of new 
life and the joys of parenthood then relegate 
families with.children to cry rooms like sea 
lion exhibits in a zoo.”’ 


In St. Michael’s affirmation of life Mass, 


babies were allowed ‘‘to cry, crawl and bawl 
as they saw fit to praise the Lord,’’ Father 
Abela said. 


FIRST AND second graders, coached by 
the CCD teachers, gave the scripture 
readings adapted to their language level, 
and a group of them read the prayers of the 
faithful. 


“‘All went smoothly,’’ Father Abela noted, 
““because the children rehearsed extensive- 
ly. The youngsters were very much at ease 
because they knew exactly what they had to 
do.”’ 


Instead of the homily, the celebrant read 
blessings on mothers, fathers, brothers and 
sisters present and then passed up and down 
the aisles sprinkling them with holy water. 


DURING THE offertory procession, the 
children brought up the gifts of bread and 
wine while others presented special projects 
they had done in class. Then Steve Sanchez 
received his First Communion from his 
Father, Hector Sanchez, an extraordinary 
minister of the Eucharist at St. Michael’s. 


“The liturgy was simple, yet eye-catching 


to keep the attention of the tiny tots,’’ Father 
Abela said.

UniHi principal Hart resigns 


Dennis C. Hart, principal 
of University High School, 
has announced his resigna- 
tion effective July 1. 


Hart has served as princi- 
pal of the Catholic co-educa- 
tional high school for three 
years. He said he wishes to 
leave school administration 
to explore other career 
opportunities. 


“I HAVE felt much fulfill- 
ment and personal satisfac- 
tion during my seven years in 
school administration at Uni- 
versity,’ he said. “‘But it is 
not the kind of job in which I 
wish to continue.”’ 


He added, ‘‘My happiest 
years were those spent as a 
teacher and coach. I never 
intended to become involved 
in administration, least of all 
as principal. 


“Circumstances led me to 
accept that position three 
years” ago to maintain a 
continuity built up by the 
previous administration. Now 
I would like to pursue other 
goals, ones that I would find 
more enjoyable.”’ 


HART WAS _ academic 
assistant principal for four 
years before becoming prin- 
cipal. He has developed a 
team of administrators re- 
sponsible for the school’s 


_ management. 


Hart noted that it is this 
strong staff that gives him 
the confidence to leave the 


school assured that it will 
continue as a leading educa- 
tional institution. 


The search for a new 
principal is being conducted 
by the diocesan department 
of education. 


Dr. H. Giles Schmid, su- 
perintendent of schools, said 
he accepted, with regret, 
Hart’s resignation, saying he 
had played a key role in the 


growth and development of 
UniHi. 

“HE HAS given himself 
completely to the school,’ 
said Dr. Schmid. ‘‘He now 
feels he needs a change.

Want to learn how to pray? 


Those who went to the CCD ances expecting 
to be taught how to pray might have come away 
disappointed. Father John McKenzie, the some- 
what reclusive, irascible, internationally famous 
bible scholar, left his audience frustrated following 
his Saturday talk on the New Testament and prayer. 
By contrast, the sweet, smiling Sister Maria de la 
Cruz, with her topic ‘‘Unless we learn to pray...’’ 
took us through breathing exercises and Zen 
Buddhism. But even she said ‘’I can’t teach you 
how to pray.”’ 


There was utter contrast between the two. Father 
McKenzie, in his coat and tie told us that by New 
Testament standards we pray ‘‘too long, too loudly 
and too much.’’ And for those who get on their 
knees for a Notre Dame victory, he said ‘’God 
doesn’t really care if they get walloped, even by 
Southern Methodist.’’ He sold the Rosary ae 
very short—‘‘it’s what Jesus told us not to do.. 
and said that more things are wrong with our 
praying than are right. 


Leaving aside the fact that he is certainly not a 
a ‘‘sociable’’ creature—he is a retiring scholar— 
the learned level of cynicism which came across 
from him was not the kind of thing to help CCD 
teachers help their students. Such humor as “‘I 
can’t swim and | can’t pray—therefore I’m ill at 
ease in water and in church...’’ was not the stuff to 
endear him to the hearts of all. Nor when he said he 
hoped God wouldn’t notice him in a crowd. 


Praying for victory 

Prayers for victory in war, even in competitions, 
are anathema to Father McKenzie. It’s like praying 
for people to get hurt, he said. And even if you pray 
for guidance to pass a competitive exam, it means 
you are praying for someone else to fail, he 
suggested. 


He quoted at length the Mark Twain ‘‘War 
Prayer’’ which shows how a prayer for victory can 
also mean ‘‘help us (Lord) to turn them (the enemy) 
out roofless, to lay waste their homes, to wring the 
hearts of their unoffending widows, to cover their 
one fields with the pale forms of thet patriot

Father McKenzie was adamant that the ‘’Our 
Father’’ should: ‘‘frighten“us’”’ where we plead 
‘forgive us our trespasses as we forgive those who 
trespass against us.’’ He said that he, for one; was 
not a forgiving man, and that most of us find 
forgiveness extremely difficult and as for his 
statement that most Christians— married, working 


hard—don’‘t have time for contemplative prayer, | | 


can report one high churchman. who said: 


““Nlonsense!’’ 


Can you pray too much? 


Obviously not in agreement with the biblical 
scholar was Sister Maria de la Cruz who, on 
Sunday, said, ‘/1 don’t think | pray too much. | pray 
all day. And we don’t shout loud enough.’’ Father 
McKenzie wasn’t visible, so he didn’t rise up to 
argue. The bubbling, laughing Mexican-born sister 
spoke without notes on a subject dear to her heart. 
But, she said, ‘’I can’t teach you how to pray any 
more than | can teach you how to love.’ 


However, she gave us breathing exercises, arm 
exercises and other techniques she uses—and 
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Father McKenzie 
.-‘I can’t pray’

../l pray all day’ 


which possibly helped keep her audience awake on 
a sleepy afternoon. On praying with children she 
instructed us not to put words into their mouths, 
the kind of thing which says: ‘‘Please God | am 
sorry that | have been disobedient to Mommy 
today,’’ but to let children read scripture at their 
own capability level, ‘‘so that it becomes part of 
them.’ 


Putting her methods into practice at the end she 
had the hundreds of people standing, clapping, 
sighing, shouting to give expression to Psalm 47, 
Bice to God with cries of gladness...’ And they

TV the new religion? 


What gets most attention in the home? The 
television set or the Bible? Maybe it’s an unfair 


. question, but during Lent is it too much to ask to 


banish the TV set from the living room and have 
families becoming reconciled to one another again 
as persons, and not as bored sharers of the 
unending: stream of contrived situations and 
inanities which pass for entertainment and interest 
from the networks. 


Like charity, reconciliation begins at home. But if 
the home life centers around the television 
set—and in too many homes it does—a little Lenten 
self-denial of the screen might provide unusual 
opportunities for discussion and interchange on 


matters other than, To Tell the Truth or What's My. 
Line? It might even provide time for more people to. 


meditate on the Stations of the Cross or other 
timely spiritual development during Lent. 

To many. people, television is a religion and the 
younger generation get far more social impact from 
the tube that they do from parents or parish. It’s 
their secular religion, ‘‘with all the aspects of 
ritual, of sacrament and of worship’’ according to 


Youth magazine, an ecumenical publication for 


young people. 


Definition of a young person 


‘Apathetic, cynical, confused, blandly toler- 
ant...’” that’s how Father James DiGiacomo of 


Fordham described today’s young people, speaking ~ 


at the CCD Congress. He suggested more Catholic 
schools ask the question he tried on young 
students: ‘If you found a wallet with a name in it, 
would you give it back2’’ The results were 
disconcerting, with seniors taking the most honest 
view. He said most youngsters today say ‘stealing 
is neither right nor wrong.’’ And_-that ‘‘whether or 
not | get caught’’: determines youthful actions. 


al. menos, 
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Objectionable 
They tell us we get the government we 


deserve. People also get the television they 
deserve. 


Government, during the past yéar, has © 
shown its crudest side, and now television . 
appears destined to surpass itself in objection- 
able and questionable programming. 


A glance at television movie lists almost 
any week on the SC entertainment page shows 
Catholic ratings which range from ‘‘objection- 
able for all’’ to ‘‘morally unobjectionable for 
adults and mature audiences.’’ 


The nightly fare of sex, sin and 
slaughter on the home screen eventually dulls 
the critical faculties and creates a climate of 
acceptance. 


The question is not so much what can we 
do about the television menu, but what can be 
done to improve public morality and taste. For 
it is certain. that the ratings show an audience 
for objectionable movies that provides adver- 
tisers with a responsive market. 


Nobody is suggesting that TV evenings 
should be filled with pap and puerilities, but 
the progressive breakdown of morality is a sad 
commentary on viewers. 


Perhaps for the remainder of Lent, at 
least, Catholics could resolve not to be counted 
among the Nielsen sheep for such program-

What is prayer? 


We were talking...about prayer and the 
various and individual ways in which we 
attempt to. release ourselves from the 
pre-occupations that block our access to 
God. 


It seems as if prayer has never been so 


- much discussed and analyzed as it is 


today. Definitions of prayer, books on 
prayer, workshops on prayer, talks on 
pra er—it has become a major component 
of our religious scene. 


EVERY PERSON, every group, has 
another opinion, another ‘‘method.’’ We 
are encouraged to talk aloud, hold lengthy 
monologues before the Lord, perform 
mental and physical exercises, recite 
_everything from the mantra to the Rosary, 
all as aids to meditation or contemplation. 


For increasing numbers~ of people, 
learning to pray is becoming reduced to 
the mastery of certain techniques of mind 
control and physical exercises. Without 
decrying their apparently excellent. per- 
sonal benefits, do such activities really 
lead us to prayer, or do they merely induce 
a sense of well-being and restfulness? 


The question, of course, is what we are 
really looking for in prayer. To feel at 
peace, or fulfilled in some.way—to draw 
reassurance perhaps from the faith that 
our petitions will be granted? Or do we 
look to prayer as a moment of intimacy, 
however brief, with a lover of long-stand- 
ing devotion and fidelity? 


PRAYER IS primarily a love relation- 
ship. It is the awareness of a shared love 
without limit or restriction, a relationship 
that transcends not only barriers of time 
and space but the far more formidable 
barrier of self and selfishness. 


To learn to pray, we might observe the 
behavior of people in a genuinely loving 
union, or reflect on how we are with those 
we love. There is an element of ease, of 
confidence—a mutual acceptance which 
makes irrelevant the. striving for words, 


the need to impress or ‘‘live up’’ to some , 


image. - i 
There is a spontaneous pleasure and joy 
in one another. We ‘‘give ourselves over’’ 
to the other, wanting only to be present to 
them, to be what they need us to be, to do 


what they need us to do. To be available 
and of service. Whatever the problems 
and anxieties we may face in other areas 
of our lives, here together, there is 
harmony and oneness, a well-spring of 
renewal and strength. Knowing ourselves 
loved, cherished, we may love:and cherish 
in return and know ourselves to be never 
alone. 


IN THIS KIND of relationship, we do 
not need to be taught gratitude or 
selflessness—they are a part of loving. In 
contrast, how sadly deficient is the 
association in. which one person makes 
constant demands upon theother, insisting 
that every whim or desire be granted. In 
thoughtless egoism, the one will demand 
that the other condone every action or 
decision, however shortsighted or foolish. 


When we view. prayer from. the 
perspective of a love relationship, it 
becomes all too evident how far removed 
most of us are from true prayer. 


It would be interesting to calculate how 
much time in what we call prayer is spent 


locked in the awareness of mutual loving, 


mutual giving, and how much to the 
persistent demands we call petition—or 
squandered in mental isometrics? 


OUR PROBLEMS in praying are, | 
believe, problems in loving. It is not that 
we do not know how to pray effectively, 
but that we are not yet loving adequately. 


When we learn to really love, to accept 
the other person for what he is, counting 


his value in God’s eyes rather than our - 


own, caring about his well-being and 
happiness, Knowing responsibility for him 
and offering ourselves in service, then we 
will know how to pray in the true sense of 
prayer. 


For the truly loving -person is drawn 
irresistibly to the Source. of love, 


recognizing its all-consuming power from - 


the beginnings of love in himself. Then; in. 


a mutuality of love, prayer isno longer an” 


anxiety or obsession, a’ burden or an 
escape. It will not be an adjunct to our 
living, nor a special compartment of our 
existence. We will pray as we breathe— 
with all our being, with all our life.

How to be 
reconciled 


By Father Thomas Krosnicki 


The new Rite of Reconciliation for 
Individuals is explained in the fourth of 
the series on Penance. Father 
Krosnicki, author and doctor of 
liturgical theology, is associate of the 
Liturgy Committee of the - National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops. 


The Rite of Penance as prepared by the 
Congregation for Divine Worship in Rome, 
distinguishes between three rites: 


1. Rite for Reconciliation of Individual 
Penitents. 


2. Rite for Reconciliation of Several 
Penitents with Individual Confession and 
Absolution. 


3. Rite for Reconciliation of Several 
Penitents with General Confession and 
Absolution. 


The first of the three rites is not totally 
unfamiliar to Catholics throughout the 
world. It maintains a close resemblance to 
the manner in which the sacrament has been 
celebrated within the Church for hundreds of 
years. Looking at its major parts, however, 
we see that in several ways the old rite has 
been enriched and made more prayerful. 


It includes: 


— welcoming the penitent; 

— reading the word of God; 

— confession of sins and the act of 
penance; 

— the prayer of the penitent and the 
absolution by the. priest; ; 

— proclamation of praise and dismissal of 
the penitent. ; 5 

THE INITIAL welcome comes from the 
priest who greets the penitent warmly, with 
kind and friendly words, inviting the person 
to have trust in God and his mercy. If the 


‘penitent is unknown to the priest, a brief 


dialogue may take place so that the penitent 


me—trules that I must obey if I am to call 
myself Christian.”’ 


And what are those rules? Jesus 
summarized them again and again: “Love 
God; love your neighbor as yourself.’’ He 
did not say, ‘‘Love God instead of your 
neighbor.’’ He made it clear that loving God 
and loving others were all parts of the same 
love, and that we could not do one without 
the other. 


In Jesus’ day, some people wanted to 
receive him without doing much about their 
neighbors. But he said, ‘‘No way.’’ He told 
them, ‘‘First make things right with your 
brother. Then you can follow me.” 


AT NO TIME did Jesus say, “Being a 
Christian is simple, Charlie. Just come to the 
altar, sing nice songs, praise God, receive 
this little host. Those actions alone will make 
-everything beautiful.’”” Instead, he said 
repeatedly, ‘‘Being a member of My Body is 
tough. You have to come to grips with those 
strange and complicated beings called 
people. You have to learn to love them. 


Over and over he spelled out the nuts-and- 
bolts of that tough loving: ‘‘Repent,’’ he 
said, ‘‘make things right between you.’’ He 
gave us specific directions: “‘If you have 
problems with a friend, go back to him, and 
go back again, and if he still won’t listen to 
you, take another friend along. 


That’s loving the hagd way. There is no 
other manner in which I can join the Body of 
Christ while I hate the man next door. No 

way I can say, ‘‘Hey, Jesus, I’m one of Your 
Body now’’ while I refuse to work at 
reconciliation between man and man.

The reading of the Word of God, although 
it is optional and may take place prior to the 
celebration of the sacrament, is to be highly 
recommended within the rite itself as it is an 
aid to dispose one for forgiveness. It 
proclaims once again God’s forgiveness and 
mercy which occurs in the sacrament.that is 
being celebrated. 


The penitent then confesses his sins and 
receives suitable counsel-from the confessor. 
The act of penance or satisfaction given by- 
the priest, while corresponding to the 
seriousness and nature of the sins, ‘‘should 
serve not only to make up for the past but 
also to help him (the penitent) to begin a new 
life and provide him with an antidote to 
weakness’’ (Rite of Penance, no. 18). — 


BEFORE ABSOLUTION is given the 
penitent is asked to express sorrow for his 
sins. One may do so in one’s own words, by 
using the traditional act of contrition, or by 
means of another short prayer based on 
Scripture such ‘as ‘‘Lord Jesus, Son of God, 
have mercy on me, a sinner.’ 


The words of absolution have been 
enriched with a gesture signifying the gift of 
the Holy Spirit through the remission of sins. 
The confessor extends his hands, or at least 
his right hand, over the head of the penitent _ 
as he pronounces the formula of absolution. 


THE RITE of individual reconciliation 
should takke place in a personal, warm, 
prayerful atmosphere. For some the- 
confessional box does not provide this. It 
was for this reason that the American 
bishops, following the recommendation 
contained in the new Rite of Penance, 
approved of small chapels or rooms of 
reconciliation in which penitents might 
choose to celebrate the Rite of Penance 
through an informal face-to-face exchange 
with the priest. 
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The Eucharist: Covenant of Love 


Breaking bread together 
a sign of friendship, love

Covenant means commitment. To enter a 
covenant means to give oneself completely 
to another, to trust and to entrust oneself 
wholly to the other. 


Covenants are made by people in love 
when they pledge or vow ‘‘to have and to 
hold’’ each other until death does them part. 
Covenants are made by intimate friends who 
swear to be true to each other for life. 


TO MAKE A covenant involves risk, the 
risk of rejection and even betrayal. A 
covenant is an act of faith in God and in 
another person. A covenant demands 
something of the heroic, something that 
transcends the sheerly human. For this 
reason covenants are sacred having God as 
witness and guarantor. 


One further point—and this brings us to 
the Eucharist as the sign or sacrament of the 
New Covenant between God and man in 
Christ—to be effective, the covenant 
surrender or giving of self must be ratified or 
sealed by some external action or ritual. 


The covenant agreement of mind and 
heart and will between bride and groom is 
sealed in the flesh, the ultimate and 
irrevocable expression of their union as 
persons. Covenants between friends can be 
ratified by a gesture as simple -as a 
handshake, or sealed by a ceremony as 
dramatic as the interflow and mingling of 
blood from opened wrists. 


IN THE SINAI desert God’s covenant of 
love and fidelity with Israel was sealed in the 
blood of animals. Half of the blood was 
sprinkled over the altar which represented 
Yahweh and half was sprinkled over the 
people. This symbolic action signified a 
kinship relation between God and his chosen 


' people. 


Yahweh is not simply Lord and Israel 
servant. God is Father and Israel son. In the 
daring language of the Prophets, Yahweh is 
husband and Israel his chosen bride. 


Vatican II tells us that the Eucharist 


“renews the covenant between the Lord and 


man, and draws the faithful into the 
compelling love of Christ and sets them 
afire’’ (‘‘Constitution on the Liturgy’’ No. 
10). We rarely think of the Eucharist in 
terms of the New Covenant sealed in the 
sacrificial blood of the Lord. Let us do so 
now. Hopefully, such reflection will ignite a 
spark that will set our hearts ‘‘afire’’when 
we participate fully in the Eucharist. 


TODAY THE Eucharist or Lord’s Supper - 


is looked upon by many Christians as a 
sacred meal, a memorial of the Last Supper. 
The Eucharist is that. But it is so much 
more. We fix our attention on-the words of 
institution: ‘“‘Take and eat. This is my 
Body.’’ We are inattentive to the words: 
‘‘which is being given up for you.’’ We do

not always recall that the Body which is 
given to us to eat is the Body of the Risen 
Lord given for usin sacrifice. 


We hear the words: “‘Take and drink. This 
is the cup of my blood, but we fail to 
appreciate the words which follow: ‘‘the 
blood of the new and everlasting covenant 
which is being shed for you and for all men.”’ 
At the Last Supper the disciples could not 
miss the significance of these added words. 


IRRESISTIBLY THERE came to mind the 
old covenant of Sinai-sealed in blood that 
was sprinkled on the people. But now they 
heard Jesus saying in effect: ‘“‘To be 
sprinkled with my blood is not enough. My 
love demands a more intimate union. ‘Eat 
my body, and drink of my blood.’ ”’ 


To eat together, to drink together has 
been called the last sacrament of nature. To 
“break bread’’ with another is the ultimate 
sign of friendship, so much so that the word 
companion is derived from the Latin work for 
bread, ‘‘panis,’’ and the word for together, 
“cum.” 


Among ancient peoples the greatest sin 
was a sin against a covenant, against a 
friend with whom you had broken bread. In 
this context Psalm 41:9, when applied to 
Christ, takes on poignant significance: 
“Even my bosom friend in whom I trusted, 
who ate of my bread, has lifted his heel 
against me.”’ 


WE AS CHRISTIANS are table compan- 
ions of the Lord. With us Jesus shares the 
bread of his body and the cup of his blood. 
The cup of blessing which we bless, is it not 
a sharing in the blood of Christ? The bread 
which we break, is it not a sharing in the 
body. of Christ?”’ i 


But Paul goes a step further. We are 
companions of the Lord. Jesus no longer 
calls us servants but friends (cf. John 15:15). 
But we are also companions of one another, 
of those who share our Eucharist. ‘“Because 
there is one bread, we who are many are one 
body, for we all partake of the one bread’”’ (1 


Corinthians 10:16,17). 


There was a day when Christians reflected 
on'their Eucharist in terms of covenant. The 
Fathers of Vatican Il are hopeful that similar 
reflection will draw the faithful into the 
compelling love of Christ and set them afire. 
In the early days of the Church the pagan 


-world exclaimed in amazement: ‘‘See how 


Christians' love one another!’’ But they did 
not know the mystery of the Christian 
Eucharist which motivated Christians to be a 
witness to the pagan world. 


In this holy year of reconciliation, renewal 
and evangelization, prayerful reflection on 
the Eucharist as the sign of our covenant 
commitment in love to Christ and to one 
another will prove the most effective of all 
witness. ‘‘By this all men will know that you 
are my disciples, if you have love for one 
another’ (John 13:35). ;

A Community of Love 


_ Jesus came to 
remove barriers, and 
heal our selfishness

St. Ignatius of Antioch died sometime 
around 110 A.D. If we did not know that he 
wrote seven authentic epistles, we might be 
tempted ‘to think of him as a fictional 
character. A kind of Christian Everyman. 
But he is wonderfully real. 


He sometimes signed his letters with a pet 
nickname. He called himself Theophorus 
which means a God-bearer. It could also 
mean ‘‘one who has been carried by God.”’ 
So a legend was built around St. Ignatius. 
He was close enough to the time of Christ for 
the legend to say that he was the child whom 
Jesus picked up and set in the midst of his 
apostles when He wanted to teach them the 
spirit of his kingdom (Mark 9:35). 


IT MAKES little difference whether the 
legend be true or not. One thing we are 
certain of: Ignatius of Antioch knew the 
spirit of Christ’s kingdom. He knew the 
meaning of a Christian community. He 
expected an encounter with Christ’s cross. 
And he could never forget the part played by 
the Holy Eucharist in making a community 
of love. 


Here is one of his memorable sayings: 
“Come together in common, one and all 
without exception in charity, in one faith and 
in one Jesus Christ...so that with undivided 
mind you may obey the bishop and the 
priests, and break one Bread which is the 
medicine of immorality and the antidote 
against death, enabling us to live forever in 
Jesus Christ’’ (To the Ephesians 20). 


As Christians, our privilege of coming 
together to ‘“‘break one Bread’’ comes to us 
from our baptismal vocation. St. Paul tells us 
that by our baptism we have been identified 
with the death and the resurrection of Christ 
so that we might die to our selfishness and 
then rise again to walk in a new way of life 
(Romans 6:3-S). % 


THIS NEW WAY of life is the way of 
Jesus who died and rose again to compact us 
together into a community of love. In that 
community, by divine design, all - the 
members would be able to become 
mysteriously one Body in Christ; there they 
would be filled with his Spirit as they partook 


of one Bread; and then they would continue 


his work of redeeming mankind until the 
world would be made holy and whole again. 


The Holy Eucharist is the perfect 
fulfillment of this life of Jesus which was 
begun in us-by our baptismal vocation. This 
life first. comes to us by the power of our 
Lord’s saving Passion. St. Thomas Aquinas 
says very beautifully: ‘‘The Eucharist is the 
perfect sacrament of the Lord’s Passion 
because it contains the very Christ himself 
who suffered.’’ 


And likewise it perfects our own union 


with Jesus who suffered because what the 
Sacred Passion did for the world at large, 
this Eucharist does for the individual man or 


woman who believes in the promises of 
Jesus. 


IF THE EUCHARIST unites us perfectly’ = 


with a Christ who has suffered, it enables us 
to promote and achieve Christian unity with 


the rest of mankind. Jesus came to remove 


barriers to unity. Barriers like sin, 
selfishness, factionalism, prejudice, and all 
the ugly offspring of human meanness. 


It is not surprising that he did his work by 
letting himself be nailed to a cross. The very 
dimensions of the cross remind us that they 
are a sign of his enduring and all-embracing 
love. 


This is the Jesus with whom we identify 
ourselves when we receive the Body of 
Christ. Rightly, we call this experience Holy 
Communion. Our reception of this sacra- 
ment is not meant to end in a personal 
conversation with our Lord. 


IT CALLS US to plunge into the same 
world and into the same work which stirred 


the human heart of Jesus. It is designed to 


make us share his eagerness to heal and to 
save the members of his own Body. This 
asks us to embrace people all over the world 
in our love. s 


So if we perfected in our union with Christ 
who has suffered, we are also committed to 
the same kind of loving that he manifested 
on the cross. : 


Now look again at St. Ignatius of Antioch if 
we want to see what the Eucharist can do for 
us. He was fired by the Spirit of Jesus that 
he wrote like a man driven mad by his love of 
the cross. He yearned to lay down his life for 
Jesus and for the Christian community. 


WHILE ON his way to the Flavian 
amphiteater at Rome where he.would die for 
his faith, he wrote to the Christians there: ‘‘I 
am God’s wheat. I must be ground by the 
teeth of wild beasts that I may end as the 
pure bread of Christ’’ (To the Romans 4). 

And lest they try to rescue him, he added: 
‘tAllow me to receive the pure light. When I 
reach it, I shall be fully a man. Allow me to 
be a follower of the Passion of my God.”’ 
(Romans, 6) : : 


In a less dramatic way, all of us must 


‘follow Christ in the same spirit. Just as 


wheat must be ground before it can become 
bread, so all of us must let our 
self-centeredness be ground down before we 
can become single-minded enough to be the 
pure Bread of Life which feeds mankind. 


It is the vivifying and transforming power 
of Christ’s flesh in the Eucharist which 
breaks down our egotism, heals our 
selfishness, fills us with nourishment, and 
finally makes us one Christian community of 
love. : 
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National Catechetical Directory 
Proposed guidelines 
for all Catholics

This is the first of 17 articles on the 
“National Catholic Directory’? by the 
project director and associate director. 
The directory is still in the drafting 
stage and all Catholics are invited to 
submit their recommendations on the 
proposed document. 


The decision to prepare a National 
Catechetical ‘Directory was taken by the 
bishops of the United States Conference in 
April, 1972. Its primary purpose is to 
implement the General Catechetical Directo- 


ry, a document published by the Holy See, © 


which contains universal catechetical princi- 
ples applicable to Catholics throughout the 
world. 


The preparation of religious. education 
principles for the United States is an 
historical project as it will be the first ever 
prepared for this country. 


- The document will contain directives and 
guidelines for the teaching of religion to all 
Catholics in our country in our times. It will 
attempt to meet the religious education 
needs of all persons in every age group 
(cradle to grave) and in every circumstance 
of life (adult, youth, children, handicapped, 
etc.). 


THIS IS clearly a major enterprise in 
religious education. The work of preparing 
this directory has been entrusted to three 
bodies by the conference of U.S. bishops. 
Supervising the project is a committee of 
seven bishops whose task is to establish 
policy and to review all phases of the 
development of the document. 


A committee of four bishops, two 
laywomen, one layman, two Sisters, one 
Brother, one religious priest and one 
diocesan priest, selected from more than 300 
candidates, is the decision-making body for 
every aspect of the project. 


_ Administration has been entrusted to the 


project director, Msgr. Wilfrid H. Paradis, 
and the associate director, Sister Mariella 
Frye. As the directory is an official document 
of the U.S. Church, all final decisions will be 
-made by the bishops of the conference. 


ONE OF THE unique features in the

. proposed text: . 


preparation of the directory is the use of 
consultation. There will be three in all with 
the Church.at large and with scholars in 
religious education and related sacred and 
human sciences. The second consultation 
will extend from Jan. 1 to April 30, 1975, and 
it will be on the first draft of the document. 
The third and final consultation will be on 
the revised draft and should occur in the fall 
OFS97Se. = ; 


Everyone is invited to participate in this 
consultation and the next one to occur later 
this year.

The first consultation began on Dec. 1, 
1973, and lasted for four months until March 
31, 1974. This consultation was organized 
before the writing of the first draft and its 
basic purpose was to provide education 
while soliciting recommendations on the 
thrust and content of the proposed 
document. 


THE RESULTS of that consultation 
greatly exceeded the expectations of the 
planners. It was the most massive in-depth 
consultation ever achieved by the Catholic 
Church in the United States and perhaps by 
any segment of the Church in the world. In 
all, 17,422 recommendations were received 
by the office of the National Catechetical 
directory. 


Each recommendation was carefully 
analyzed and the results were used in the 
preparation of the first draft of the 
document, written between May and 
October 1974. It has been approved for 
consultation by the Directory Committee and 
the Bishops’ Committee of Policy and 
Review and the full document is now 
available throughout the country, principally 
through the diocesan offices of religious 
education.

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Talking Point—‘Catholic watcher’ 


Southern Baptists find us changed—are we?

He is the only Southern Baptist paid to watch 
Catholics. His calling card describes his job as 
“research in Catholicism,’’ and Dr. C. Brownlow 
Hastings finds his work absorbing. 


The largest non-Catholic Christian denomination 
in the United States takes ecumenism so seriously 
that Dr. Hastings is official ‘‘Catholic watcher’’ 
which he compares to a Glenmary priest who for 
Catholics is official ‘Baptist watcher.’’ 


DR. HASTINGS’ work is part of the Southern 


‘Baptist Convention interfaith witness department 


which began seven years ago, to inform Baptists of 
world religions. 


“(We have two main areas,’’ he explains. ‘‘One to 
inform Baptists of the beliefs of the world religions 
and the other serving as a catalyst to get Baptists in 
contact with people of other religions.’’ 


In his study of Catholicism he has recently 
completed three months at Catholic University and 
Georgetown University, Washington, D.C., and he 
attends as many Catholic conferences as possible. 
He was in San Diego for the National Workshop on 
Christian Unity and the meeting of the diocesan 
directors of ecumenism. 


WRITING IS a major part of his work, as special 
correspondent for the Baptist Press, and he is proud 
of his Vatican press credentials. ‘1 covered the ‘71 
and ‘74 synods of bishops,’’ he said. 


“In fact in ‘74 | was the only representative of a 
Protestant - press association from the United 
States.’’ The Baptist Press serves, by teletype, 39 
state Baptist papers, and official institutions. 


“The third aspect of my work is to be a catalyst 
among Baptists, to arrange conferences and training 
programs to make them aware of what is happening 
in contemporary Catholicism. 


“WE ALSO have a deeper level of interfaith 
witness through lay associates training, who then 
serve as resource persons in Catholicism and 
catalysts in turn, ’’ he added. 


With a background of pastoral work and adult 
education, Dr. Hastings joined the world religions 
department in 1970 from Park Cities Baptist Church, 
Dallas, Tex. Vatican Il had caught his imagination 
and the opportunity for his present apostolate “was 
very providential.’’ 


Does he try to ‘‘sell’’ Catholicism, and are his 
listeners receptive and eager? 

“THE ANSWER is ‘Yes’ on both counts,’’ he 
replied. ‘‘So many of our people have a stereotyped 
antique image of Roman Catholics and have 
inherited so much of the old hangover of prejudice 
from the triumphalism of both that it’s a bit difficult 
to teach them to realize that Catholics have made

the Catholic Church in the past 10 years than in the 


last 400 years,’’ he added. 


He now finds a greater awareness among Baptists 
that they can meet and share with Catholics, 
particularly to discuss spiritual matters, Bible study, 
prayer, worship and social activism. 


‘Then, on rare occasions we have a Baptist and a 
Catholic engaged in an evangelistic crusade 
together,’ he said. ‘‘A priest and a preacher in 
Kentucky are doing this.’’ 


HE FEELS ‘Catholics are beginning to be 
concerned”’ with learning how to share their faith 
with non-believers,’’ and-helping people generally 
to come to Christ.”’ - 

What has he learned from Catholics during his 
closer association with them? ;

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to peak at bishop's ordination

When Msgr. Roger Michael Mahony 
becomes a bishop on March 19, he will be. 
the fourth native of Los Angeles and the 23rd 
Californian to rise to the episcopacy. 


Homilist at the ceremony to ordain Msgr. 


Mahony as Auxiliary Bishop of Fresno will. 


be Cardinal Timothy Manning, with whom 
the new bishop’s path has been entwined for 
almost 30 years. 


IT WAS IN the pages of the Los Angeles 
Tidings of Oct. 18, 1946, that their 
relationship began. That issue, describing 
Manning’s consecration as Auxiliary Bishop 
of Los Angeles, carried a picture. of 
10-year-old Roger and his twin brother 
Louis. 


Thirteen years later, Bishop Manning 
conferred the minor orders of lector and 
porter on Mahony and, the following year, 
those of acolyte and exorcist. In 1967, when 


Bishop Manning was named to the Diocese " 


of Fresno, Msgr. Mahony served as chief 
liaison between the new ordinary and 
‘retiring Bishop Aloysius J. Willinger. 

Roger Michael Mahony was born Feb. 27, 
1936, and his entire elementary training was 
acquired at St. Charles School in North 
Hollywood. : 


In 1950, he entered Los Angeles College, 
the preparatory seminary for the Archdio- 
cese of Los Angeles, and was among the first 
students at San Fernando’s Queen of Angels 
Seminary, in 1954. 


ORDAINED BY Bishop Willinger on May 
1, 1962, he was assigned to St. John’s 
Cathedral, Fresno, and subsequently went 


_ for further studies at the National Catholic 


School of Social Justice in Washington, D.C. 


Returning to central California, in 1964, 
Father Mahony was named diocesan director 
for Catholic Charities and Social Service, an 
assignment he held for six years. 


Among the other positions he occupied 
during the late 1960s were executive director 
for both the Catholic Welfare Bureau and the 
Infant of Prague Adoption Service, as well as 
chaplain of the diocesan St. Vincent de Paul 
Society. He also found time to teach during 
those years. at Fresno State University and 


Coalinga College. 


FATHER MAHONY also served on the 
board of directors for the West Coast 
Regional Office of the Bishops’ Committee 
for the Spanish-Speaking and has been 
active as secretary for the United States 
Catholic Bishops Ad Hoc Committee on 
Farm Labor. 


In recognition of many civic duties the 
Junior Chamber of Commerce proclaimed 
Father Mahony ‘“‘Young Man of the Year’’ 
for 1967. 


In 1970; Msgr. Mahony was appointed 
chancellor of the Fresno diocese, a posiiion 
he will continue to hold as the titular Bishop 
of Tamascani. He has been pastor of St. 
John’s Cathedral, since May 1, 1973. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher and Auxiliary Bishop 
Gilbert E. Chavez will represent the San 
Diego diocese at the ordination ceremonies.

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Congress sets hearings 


FCC asks ban on explicit sex on TV 


WASHINGTON (NC)— 
The Federal .Communica- 
tions Commission (FCC) will 
ask Congress for legislation 
banning explicit sexual acti- 
vity and obscenity on televi- 
sion. : 


The FCC said legislation 
was needed because it was 
not certain whether the 
existing language of the law, 
which prohibits ‘‘obscene, 
indecent or profane lan- 
guage,’’ applied to visual 
obscenity. 


BUT THE commission left 
the broader question of what 
degree of sex and violence 
was ‘‘appropriate”’ for child- 
ren to see on television to 
self-regulation by the broad- 
cast industry. _ 


The FCC said ‘‘the adop- 
tion of rules might involve 
the government too deeply in 
programming content, rais-— 
ing serious constitutional 
questions’’ and that ‘‘judg- 
ments concerning the suit- 
ability of particular types of 
programs for children are 
highly subjective.”’ 

The FCC ‘commended the 
three television networks for 
recent voluntary efforts at 
regulating possibly offensive 
television programming.” 


INDUSTRY regulations in- 
clude setting aside 7 to 9 


p-m., Eastern’ Standard 
Time, for ‘‘family viewing’’, 
broadcasting and visual 
“‘viewer advisories’? when 
programming may be offen- 
sive to children or some 
adults, and providing ad- 
vance notice of such pro- 
gramming to local affiliates. 


The House subcommittee 
on communications will hold 
hearings on sex and violence 
‘on television and the FCC’s 
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response later this year, 
according to subcommittee 
chairman Rep. Torbert Mac- 
Donald (D-Mass.). 


MAC DONALD announced 
the hearings in response to a 
letter from Auxiliary Bishop 
Joseph Crowley of Fort 
Wayne-South Bend, Ind., 
chairman of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference Communication 
Committee. 

Bishop Crowley said in the 


letter that if the FCC 
accepted the industry propo- 
sals it would in effect ‘‘place 
under the control of private 
interests broadcasting stan- 
dards and practices previous- 
ly. the responsibility of 
government.”’ 


The FCC said it received 
2,000 protests about sex and 
violence on television in 1972 
and 25,000. such protests in 
1974. (See editorial, page 4.) 


Abp. Quinn, parish part in peace 


OKLAHOMA CITY (NC) 
—The first experimental, 


non-territorial parish estab- 


lished in the U.S., the 
Community of John XXIII, 
has officially withdrawn from 
the Oklahoma City archdio- 
cese. 


The withdrawal last week 
follows several months of 
impasse between the com- 
munity and Archbishop John 
Quinn over liturgical practic- 
es in the community, ending 
in the archbishop’s removal 
of the pastor, Father William 


. Nerin. 


Archbishop Quinn an- 
nounced no penalties against 
Father Nerin or the commun- 
ity, and both chancery and 
community sources, includ- 


ing Father Nerin, describe 
the split as cordial and 
friendly. 


‘IT’S NOT a _ case of 
personality clash,’’ Father 
Nerin said, but of ‘“‘substan- 
tial theological differences.”’ 
Archbishop Quinn and the 
community could not agree 
on four areas: 


—the community allowed 
distribution of Communion to 
non-Catholics; 


—the community designed 
its own worship services; 


—the community did not 
encourage private confes- 
sion; 

—the community saw its 
relationship to the broader 


church as ‘‘an exchange of 
religious experience,’’ while 
the archbishop saw the 
relationship depending on 
the appointment of a pastor 
by the archbishop. 


ARCHBISHOP Quinn said 
he withdrew Father Nerin’s 
assignment “‘after I came to 
the truly painful conclusion 
that the Community of John 
XXIII had withdrawn itself 
from my episcopal and 
pastoral jurisdiction.” 


He acknowledged with 
gratitude and admiration the 
work of the community and 
said ‘‘the Community of 
John XXIII has taught us a 
great deal. I regret that the 
experiment must end on this 
note.”’

able.”’ 

It observed no let-up in the 
basic ideological confronta- 
between ~ Marxist 
materialism and any theolo- 
gical system. ‘‘But the real 
issues now are the practical, 
political and moral ones of 
how to co-exist when neither 
system can eradicate the 
other.”’

In KARLSRUHE, Ger-
